Such a numerous 
and innocent Multitude, cloathed in the Charity of 
their Benefa€tors, was a Speétacle pleating both to 
God and Man, and a more beautiful Expreffion of 
Jvy and Thank(giving than could have been exhi- 
bited by all the Pomps of a Ruman Triumph. Never 
did a more full and unfpeotted Chorus of Human 
Creatures join together in a Hymn of Devotion. 
The Care and Tendernefs which appeared in the 
Looks of their feveral Inftru@ors, who were dif- 
poled among this little Helplefs People, could not 
forbear touching every Heart that had any Senti- 
ments of Humanity.

I have always looked on this ‘nftitution of Cha- 
rity-Scheols, which, of late Years has fo Univers 
fally prevailed through the whole Nation, as the 
Glory of the Age we live in, and the moft pro- 
per Means that can be mede ule of to recover 
it out of its prefent Depeneracy and Depravation 
of Manners. It feems to promife us an honeft 
and virtuous Polierity: There wil) be tew ia the 
next Generation that will not at leaft be able to Write 
and Read, and that have not had an early 
Tin@ure of Religion, {te is therefure to be hoped 
that the feveral Perfens of Wealth and Quality, 
who made their Proceffion through the Members 
of thefe new erc@ed Seminiries, will not regard 
them only as an empty Spe@tacle, or the Materials 
of a fine Show, but contribute to their Mainte- 
nance and Increafe. For my Part, I can fearce 
forbear looking on the aftonithing Vi@ores our 
Arms have been crowned with to be in fume 
Meafure the Bleffings returned upon that National 
Charity which has teen fo Confpicuous of lute, and 
that the great Succefles of the laft War, for which 
we lately offered up our Thanks, were in tome Mca- 
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Aire occafioned by the feveral Objeéts which then 
vod béfore us. 


Since I am upon this Subje&, 1 fhall mention a 
Piece of Charity which has not been yet exerted 
among us, and wh.ch deferves our Attention the 
more, vecaule it is pra€tifed by moft of the Nations 
avout us. i mean a Provition for Foundlings, or 
for thoie Children who for want of fuch g Pro- 
Vilion are expofed io the Barbarity of cruel and 
unnatural Parents, One does not know how to 
fpeak on fuch a Su.yeét without Horror: But 
what Multitudes of Intants have been made away 
by thofe who brought them into the World, and 
were atcerwards either afhamed or unable to pro- 
Vide for them! 


There is fcarce an Affizes where fome unhappy 
Wretch is not Executed for the Murder of a Child. 
And how many more of theie Monfters of Inhu- 
manity may we fuppole to be wholly undifcovered, 
or cleared for want of Legal Evidence? Not to 
mention thofe, who by Unnatural Pra@tices do in 
fume Meafure defeat the Intentions of Providence, 
and deftroy their Conceptions even before they fee 
the Light. In all thefe the Guilt is equal, tho’ the 
Ponifhment is not fo. But to pats by the Greatnefs 
of the Crime, (which is not to be expreffed by 
Words! if we only confider it as it robs the Com- 
mon- wealth of its full Number of Citizens, it cer- 
tainly deferves the utmoft Application and Wifdom 
of a People to prevent it. 


It is certain, that which generally betrays thefe 
profligate Women into it, and overcomesthat Ten- 
dernefs which is natural to them on other Occafi- 
ons, is the fear of Shame, or their Inability to fupport 
thofe whom they give Life to. 1 fhall theretore 
fhovs how this Evil is prevented in other Coun- 
tries, as i have ijearnt from thofe who have been 
converfant in the feveral great Cities of Exrope. 


There are at Puris, Madrid, Lisbon, Rome, and 
many other large Towns, great Hofpitals built 
like our Colleges. In the Walls of thefe Hofpi- 
tals are placed Machines, in the Shape of large 
Lanthorns, with a little Door in the Side ofthem 
turned towards the Street, and a Beil hanging by 
them, The Child is depofited in this Laathorn, 
which is immeditately turned about into the Infide 
of the Hofpital. The Perfon who conveys the 
Child rings the Bell and leaves it there, upon 
which the proper Officer comes and receives it 
without making further Enquiries. The Parent or 
her Friend, who lays the Child there, generally 








leaves a Note with it, declaring whether it be yet 
Chriftned, the Name it fhould be called by, the 
particular Marks upon it, and the like. 


It often happens that the Parent leaves a Note 
for the Maintenance and Education of the Child, 
or takes it out after it has been fome Years in the 
Hofpital. Nay, it has been kiown that the Father 
lias afterwards owned the young Foundling for 
his Son, or left his Eftate to him. This is certain, 
that many are by this meanspreferved, and do fignal 
Services to their Country, who without fuch a Pro- 
vifion might have perifhed as Abortives, or have 
come toan untimely End, and perhaps have brought 
upon their Guilty Parents the like Deftruétion. 


This I think is a Subje@ that deferves our moft 
Serious Confideration, for which Reafon | hope [ 
fhall not be thought Impertinent in laying it before 
my Readers.
